Revenue Figures Show Cities 
and Not Farms Will Pay 
Bulk of Levy. 


NORTH RICHEST SECTION. 


Rocky Mountain Region and 
Southern States Are Prac- 
tically Immune. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 3.—[Special.]—The 
cities and not the country will pay the buik 
of the income tax imposed by the-pew tariff 
law. 

Estimates obtained by the internal'revenue 
commissioner from collectors throughout 
the nation show that urban residents and 
not farmers will contribute to-the treasury 
much of the $82,000,000 expected-to be de- 
rived from the operations of this tax. 

It is interesting also to know that it will 
be the cities of the northern tier of states, 
with the exception of thoge of the Rocky 
mountain region, which will bear the heaviest 
share of the burden. The south enjoys the 
distinction of being comparatively immune. 

The centers of the north ip which weaith 
has concentrated lie in New England, the 
North Atlantic states, ani the middle west. - 


Urban Residents Worst Hit. 

It will be upon merchants, bankers, manu- 
facturers, railroad organizers and officials. 
and salaried men that tre tax particularly 
will bear. Then there will be the compara- 
tively ‘small’ class which has accumulated 
wealth and is enjoying it free from business 
activity. es 

The farmers, although they have had tre 
mendous prosperity, do not receive the in- 
comes of the merchants, bankers, and others. 
This is more the case in the east than the 
middle west, where many of the persons en- 
gaged in rarming will pay the tax of 1 per 
cent on incomes between $3,000 and $20,000. 

East of the Ohio rivér, the commissioner 
of internal revenue estimates, there are com- 
paratively few farmers who earn more than 
the $4,000 exemption for married men or even 
the $3,000 exempfion for unmarried men. In 
the south the small farmer has not the in- 
come which will bring him within the scope 
of the law. Only the owners of great planta- 
tions in that section will pay the tax.

was reached at 1:23. At1:25 the speaker had 
affixed his name to the completed bill, and 
within ten minutes Chief Clerk Perry South 
had carried it to the senate and it had been 
signed by Vice President. Marshall. ! 

Clerks of the senate then took charge of the 
bill and conveyed it to the White House. 

The relief of both houses at the end of the 
long fight was apparent. Scores of mem- 
bers of the senate and house had left the city 
yesterday, and there was less than a quorum 
present in the house when final action was 
taken. Only extraordinary efforts of senate 
leaders kept enough senators in town to 
enabie that body to work today on the urgent 
deficiency appropriation bill. Many mem; 
bers left Washington tonight, although both 
houses of congress will remain constructively 
in session. 


Germany to Seek Treaty. 


Germany will be the first nation to take ad- 
vantage of that section of the new tariff act 
which provides for the negotiation of reci- 
procity arrangements embodying mutual 
concessions in customs taxes. Already the 
initial steps have been taken to secure such 
an arrangement in anticipation of the sign- 
ing of the bill by the president tonight. The 
chancellor of the German embassy, acting in 
the absence of Ambaseador Bernstorf, has 
been in communication with the state de- 
partment and it is expected a rough outline 
draft of such an arrangement as is referred 
to in that section soon will be ready for con: 
sideration. | 

As it emerged from conference this section 
no longer contains the retaliatory provisions 
inserted in the senate, and is now nothing 
more than an authorization to the executive 
t> “negotiate trade agreements with for- 
cign netions, wherein mutual conceéseions 
are made looking toward freer trade rela- 
tions and further reciprocal expansion of 
trade and commerce.”’ 


Countries Affected by Law. 


Joseph W. Folk, solicitor of the state de- 
partment, has furnished Senator Simmons 
a list of countries having treaties with the 
United States which would be affected if the 


United States enforced the provision’on the ; 


tariff bill giving a 5 percent rebate in tariff 
on goods brought in American ships. 
Among the countries thus exempted are 
Austria-Hungary, Italy, Japan, Belgium, 
Denmark, Greece, Netherlands, Spain, Nor- 
way, and Sweden, all heavy exporting coun- 
tries to the United States. 
Treasury officials began the task of re- 
drafting the regulations for the infurcement 
of the new tariff law. ‘While the law goes 
into effect tomorrow, collectors of customs 
will continue to assess the duties of the old 
Payne-Aldrich act, withholding final liquida- 
tion of each entry until the receipt of copies 
of the new law. In this way, it is expected, 
there will be no delay in passing importa- 
tions through the custom house and the gov- 
ernment will be guaranteed the proper duties.

The news of the signing of the bill by Presi- 
dent Wilsom reached London too late for the 
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any great €xtent. The Chronicle, however, 
says: 

“The president has fought for and wona 
policy of genuine fiscal reform. It marks an 
epoch in thé economic and political history of 
the United States. The nation, boldly assert- 
ing its mastery over the unclean interests 
that were nearly throttling it, has made an 
irreparable breach in the monstrous tariff 
wall which they had reared. For President 
Wilson the passage of the new tariff isa 
great personal triumph. No more remark- 
able man has reigned in the White House 
since Abraham Lincoln.” 


Personal Triumph for Wilson. 


“The most striking fact about the new 
American tariff,”’ the Daily Graphic says, “ fe 
the extraordinary personal triumph it con- 
stitutes for President Wilson. Not an expe- 
rienced politiclan—he was a university pro- 
fessor, unfamiliar. with the wiles of Wash- 
irgton—yet he succeeded where Roosevelt 
and Taft failed. The secret of his success 
was his own single mindedness of purpose. 

‘*Tt. would be inaccurate to describe the 
new tariff as free trade in the sense that that 
term is understood by Englishmen and 
Dutchmen. Its passage must be recognized 
as a crushing defeat to high protection and 
the inauguration of an era of freer trade be- 
tween the United States and the rest of the 
world.”’ 


"SENATE ROW OVER SENATOR HITS ACCUSER BLOW 
COMMERCE COURT | 


Friends of Judges in Long 


Fight to Give Them Some 
Judicial Position. 


BENCH AS WHOLE DOOMED 


Four Men May Be Named Circuit 
Judges Until They Retire; 
Job Goes with Them. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 3.—A fight to save 
the positions of the four remaining judges 
of the United States Commerce court, who 
would be legislated out of office by the urgent 


deficiency appropriation bill, as it passed the 


house, held the senate in a continuous ses- 
gion, which began shortly after noon today 
and ran until near midnight tonight. 

Twice the friende of the Commerce court 
judges succeeded in carrying amendments 
that would’ keep them in office as additional 
circuit judges, but final action was prevented 
by parliamentary maneuvers engineered by 
Senator Hoke Smith. 

The senate upheld the action of the house 
in legislating the Commerce court out of 
existence and fixing the date for its extermi- 
nation as Dec, 31, but did not agree with the 
action of the senate appropriation committee 
in taking away from the Commerce court 
judges their status as United States circuit 
judges. 

Prepare Resolution for Senate. 

After a long fight in the committee of the 
whole an amendment prepared by Senator 
Nelson (Republican) and Senator Walsh 
(Democrat) was adopted providing that the 
present commerce court judges should con- 
tinue in office as additional circuit judges, 
but abolishing their positions whenever the 
present occupants resign or retire. 

Drastic measures were adopted by the sen- 
ate leaders to secure a quorum, the sergeant 
at arngs being instructed to arrest absent 
membérs wherever they might be found. 

Senators who went to the White House to 
witness the signing of the tariff bill were 
brought back hurriedly:to keep a quorum, 
but it was found almost impossible to main- 
tain a sufficient membership to do business. 

Senator Overman, in charge of the appro- 
priation bill, and Senator Kern, the Demo- 
cratic leader, declined to permit adjourn- 
ment, fearing that other members would 
leave the city and that it would be impossible 
to secure‘action on the appropriation bill 
for many days to come. 


Pay for Injured Americans. 

In the confusion attending many important 

amendments were added to the bill by affirm- 
ative votes of the senate. These included 
provisions, for the: payment of claims of 
Americans injured along the Mexican bor- 
der, the authorization of a $400,000 appro- 
priation for a Red Cross buildirg in Wash- 
ington to be a memorial to northern and 
southern women of the civil war, and a num- 
ber of other items that had rot been agreed 
to by the appropriations committee. 
The senate, still without a quorum, finally 
adjourned at 11:30 o'clock. Senator Over- 
man asked that all absent members be noti- 
fied to come to Washington at once so that 
the senate< could transact public business 
The commerce court fight will be taken up 
again tomorrow at noon. 


VIVISECTIONISTS ARE INDICTED. 


Women’s Society in Pennsylvania 
Charges Five Physicians with 
Cruelty to Animals, 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 8.—Five physicians 
engaged in research work at the University 
of Pennsylvania were indioted today on 
charges of cruelty to animals. The defend- 
ants are Drs. Alfred N. Richards, Allen J. 
Smith, Richard Mills Pearce, Alonzo Engel- 
bert Taylor, and Joshua A. Sweet. Members 
of the Women's Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals charged that after 
performing vivisection experiments the in- 
jured animals were not properly cared for.

Wayne Residents Find Tool! 
Wrapped in Towel and Copy 
of “The Tribune.” 


MAY BE REXROAT CLEW. 


Possibility Package Was Hidden 
by the Slayer of Chicago 
Dancing Teacher. 


A three pound hammer wrapped tn a towel ' 
and a newspaper were found at Wayne yes- 
terday, about 100 feet southeast of the spot 
where the body of Mrs. Mildred Allison Rex- 
roat, the murdered dancing teacher, was | 
found @ week ago on the tracks of the Elgin, 
Joliet, and Eastern railroad. 

Joseph Delehanty and Lee Durkin, two res- 
idents of Wayne, made the find in the low, 
marshy ground about twenty feet from the 
railroad tracks. Delehanty is the man who 
found some of the murdered woman's calling 
cards on the morning after the murder. 

“The package looked as if it had been 
buried in a woodchuck hole,” said Delehanty | 
at night. “ Durkin and I found it about 11 
o'clock in the morning. We have been hunt- 
ing the ground all over the neighborhood 
during the last week. 


Wrapped in “Tribune” of Sept. 23. 

“When we saw it first it looked like a 
package of clothing. It was wrapped in a 
copy of THE TRIBUNE of the date of Sept. 23 | 
that was three days before the murder. | 
Inside the paper covering was a towel. It 
was smooth and looked as if it were new. 
There was a red stripe on each end. 

“The hammer has a wooden handle about 
a foot long. It was grimy and the metal 
head looked as though it had been much 
used. The head of the hammer was peaked 
on one end and blunt on the other. It had 
stains on it that might have been rust or 
blood. Where the wooden haft Joined the 
metal, the handle was bound with twine 
as if it had been broken, or as i 
had been wrapped around to stre 

* The stains also were on the towel 
paper. I don’t know whether they were Diood 
stains or not, although they might haye 
been. The package.looked as if it had bee 
laying in the ground several days. 
paper had been soaked by rain. 


Find Cards and’ Salesman’s Slip. 

* Right near the place we found two cards 
and a salesman’s slip. On the cards was the 
name, ‘Anthony Melville Rud.’ The paper 
slip indicated that a salesman at Marengo, 
Ill., had been negotiating with the firm of 
Luhring & Schedd. 

* We were just going to call up Sheriff 
Kuhn and turn the stuff over to him to see 
what it was worth, when two men came up 
the track.

Bird for governor of Massachusetts, and the 
party’s nominees for municipal offices in New 
York and Louisville, as well as the Pro- 
gressive party candidates for congress in 
Maryland, West Virginia, and elsewhere. 
“The men I have named, Hand, Seabury, 
Colby, Bird,” ‘Col. Roosevelt said, “have 
embodied in their deeds the words by which 
in our declarations we have pledged them 
to the service of the people as a whole. We 
turn to their past as the warrant for ask- 
ing the people of the three great states 
to trust their future; and the organizations 
which stand behind them have no other 
purpose than to hold up their hands in the 
struggle for clean government and social 


Democrats Becoming Conservative. 

Former Senator Beveridge of Indiana, 
prior to Col. Roosevelt’s speech, declared 
that under the wise leadership of the pres- 
ent administration the Democratic party is 
gradually, yet rapidly, becoming the <2?n- 
servative party of the nation; that Mr. Bryan 
will be used for a time to mask the move- 
ments of its troops and the placing of its 
batteries, but the signs are certain that tho 
purposes of the administration are fixed and 
that the end is sure. 

In eloquent terms Mr. Beveridge assailed 


alike the Democratic and Republican par- 

ties. The one, he said, was dying of internal | 
strife; the other was becoming the antithesis 
of the Progressives—the conservatives. Such 


‘a division, he said, was bound to come; even 


now the party lines were fading and reform- 
ing. 


i Party. of the Future. 

The Progressive party, brotherhood of lib- 
erals, was the party of the future, he said, and 
he drew a picture bright with color of what 
that party had set its hand to do. 

Nowhere in the country, Mr. Beveridge 
said, could be found d man who would not say 
that the United States should have a frankly 
liberal party and a frankly conservative 
party. The demarcation could not be made 
within the two old parties themselves. Con- 
servatives within these parties strove to 
make them conservative, liberals sought to 
make them liberal. 

** That is why it is,”” he continued, ** that 
the platforms of each of the old parties are 
mere crazy quilts of expediency, pieced to- 
gether to cover voters whose beliefs are at 
unending war with one another. 

“It was to clear away this fog and end the 
evil things that are done under its cover that 
the Progressive party came into being. For 
the Progressive party is the liberal party of 
America; and that very fact in the end will 
force the formation of the conservative party 
of America. That is coming to pass even 
now.”’ 


Calls for More Hard Work. 

Gifford Pinchot, who was chief forester in 
the Roogevelt administration, urged his fel- 
low, Progressives to strengthen the party so 
that when Col. Roosevelt returned from his 
South American expeditionit might be ‘“‘ even 
a better instrument for the public good, even 
a keener weapon against the men who con- 
trol this country to its hurt.” 

“We are living under the magnate sys- 
tem,” Mr. Pinchot said. “‘ It is not pleasant 
te realize, but it is true, that our country is 
governed and controlled for the benefit of a 
mall class. 

“That fact is the overwhelming justifica- 
tion for the existence of the Progressive 
party and was one of the direct causes of its 
birth. Not only are our laws largely mag- 
nate made but they are so often interpreted 
in the interest of magnates that in constitu- 
tional cases our platform advocates the recall 
of judicial decisions as a necessary remedy. 


Must Replace Magnate Laws. _, 
“The one great task that lies before us is 
to replace the magnate system by a system 
frankly and eectively directed to make the 
many prosperous and secure and not the few 
rich. 

** How shall we carry our work through? 
First, by letting the people know just what 
we propose to do; then by letting them know 
exactly how we propose to get it done; and 
finally bringing to bear the power of public 
opinion we have created or organized.”’

Douglas, Ariz., Oct. 3.—The Rev. Julius 
Gheldoff, pastor of a Roman Catholic church 
here, was arrested yesterday by Sonora in- 
surgent authorities at Agua Prieta. He 
had crossed the international line on an er- 
rand of mercy. 

Father Gheldoff said today that he was 
sentenced to be shot, and later was told to 
prepare to “march to Chihuahua,” which 
he interpreted as a preliminary to an applica- 
tion of the “ fugitive law,” an informal exe- 
cution.

Fear Smallpox; Plan Quarantine. 

Eagle Pass, Tex., Oct. 3.—An international 
quarantine will probably be declared by 
American authorities here within. the next 
twenty-four hours owing to spread of small- 
pox in Piedras Negras, across the river from 
this city. 

The count kept at the international bridge 
showed today that 10,000 persons have 
crossed into Eagle Pass within the last week. 
Many are without shelter or food and the 
task of caring for them here is proving a seri- 
ous problem,

Tucson, Ariz., Oct. 8.—Enrique V. Anaya,

COST ‘OF LIVING HERE SOARS 


Prices Up in Last Year, While 
They Decline in New York. 


FRESH BEEF .TAKES LEAD. 


Increase in One Month Was 1.8 Per 
Cent, Federal Report Says. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 3.—[Special. }—The 
cost of living in Chicago went up during 
the last year and declined in New York, 
according to a bulletin published today by 
the United States bureau of labor statis- 
tics. Notwithstanding this increase in the 
former and decrease in the iatter, ‘living 
is still higher in New York than in Chicago. 

The bulletin deals with: the retail prices 
for the years 1890 to June, 1913, inclusive. 
The feature in it is a table showing the 
prices in many of the leading industria: 
towns in 1912 and 1913, with. a comparison 
between May 15 and June 15 in each year. 

The price at retail for fifteen of the prin- 
cipal articles of food was slightly lower on 
June 15 than on May 15 last, but the in- 
crease for meats, eggs, and potatoes was 
so marked that the average of prices as 
a whole advanced. The percentage of in- 
crease was 1.3 per cent. 


Steaks Show an Increase. - 

The articles which advanced were sirloin 
steak, round steak, rib roast, bacon, ham, 
flour, cornmeal, eggs, and potatoes. The 
articles which declined were pork chops, 
lard, hens, butter, sugar, and milk. 

Comparing prices on June 15, 1918, with 
prices on June 15, 1912, eleven articles ad- 
vanced and four declined in price. Pota- 
toes, sugar, flour, and cornmeal declined, the 
change ranging from 3.9 per cent on the last 
to 31.9 per cent on the first. 

The other articles increased at a percent- 
age ranging from 4.1 on milk to 16.2 on bacon. 
Round steak, pork chops, bacon, ham, heas, 
and eggs increased over 10 per cent. 

Prices in Chicago on all staples except 
flour, potatoes, and sugar increased in .913 


over 1912. Flour dropped from, 80 cents to 


78 cents on one-eighth barrel bags, from 50 
cents to 18 cents on each peck potatoes, and 
from 6 cents to 5% cents per pound for sugar. 

Steaks, roasts, lamb; flour, butter, and 


sugar all decreased in New York, while ham, . 


lard, bacon, and eggs increased.

Butcher’s Stew; Butcher's Wife Cutlet. 


ISHES cooked after the manner of the 

gardener’s wife (A la jardiniére), the 

butcher’s wife (Aa la bouchére), the 

baker’s wife (& la boulangére) were in 

the list of the economical things to eat 
of the last century, along with the housewife’s 
(la bonne ménagére) recipes, the good wife's (a 
la bonne femme) recipes, the middle class 
woman's, the Parisian woman's, etc. 

Of course, anything cooked after the man- 
ner of the gardener’s wife had a collection of 
vegetables. If a salad, it was nothing but_veg- 
etables, which had the other name of mace- 
doine, aS weli-as some other designations. 

The butcher's wife naturally dealt with meat, 
and the baker’s wife used somewhat more re- 
fined methods in whatever she cooked. As for 
the good wife, her special soup was, and is, of 
onions.

MUTTON AND LAMB CUTLETS A LA BOU- 
CHERE—*“ The word a la bouchére in English 
means the butcher’s wife, plain fashion, and at 
one time had only the merit of economy; but a 
real gourmet—being served with this dish at a 
little country inn while traveling—discovered 
the correctness of the proverb that.‘ the nearer 
the bone the sweeter the meat,’ and on return- 
ing to Paris introduced it to the fasMionable cir- 
cle, and for a long period this exquisite co- 
telettes d’agneaux de maison, or house lamb cut- 
let (figured at banquets), being dressed in the 
following unceremonious manner: Take either 
a neck of lamb or mutton (we should say shoul- 
der), neither too fat nor too lean; chop the cut- 
lets about six inches ir length, cutting them as 
usual, leaving a bone in each; flatten them with 
the chopper, not trimming them at all; season 
them highly with salt. and pepper, broil them 
quick, and serve hot. Lamb, mutton, and veal 
cutlets may be done the same way.”

LAMB AND MUTTON CUTLET, SEMI-BOU- 


CHERE—"* Cut your cutlets from the neck, one 
inch thick; beat them flat with a chopper with- 
out trimming them; roll them in flour, butter 
over, season with salt, pepper, a little chopped 
shalot, broil on:a sharp fire, turn three or four 
times, and serve.”

LAMB CHOPS A LA BOULANGERE—“ Cut 
and trim neatly eight or ten or twelve small 
lamb cutlets, enough for a small ertree: sea- 
son lightly with salt, pepper, and a little cay- 
enne; dip them gently in dlive oil, then fn the 
flour box, and broil gently on a slow fire. While 
doing put a gill of cream in a stew pan, set it on 
the fire, and, when boiling, add two ounces of 
fresh butter, a tablespoon of chopped chervil 
(parsley could take its place), the juice of half 
a lemon, a little salt and pepper; stir quickly 
until the butter is melted and it forms a nice 
smooth sauce, then pour it over your cutlets and 
serve immediately.”

In general we need little encouragement about 
leaving our chops and ctitlets untrimmed, be- 
cause we are so likely to do so’‘anyway. That is 
why they are so frequently curled and’ uneven- 
ly cooked, but flattening them with a heavy 
knife will help to prevent this. It is in the case 
of steaks that we mostly need to trim carefully 
and with discrimination so as to neither waste 
the fat nor, on the other hand, to serve it up 
with this decoration so barbarously cooked as 
to take away the appetite.

HB rise of Bulgaria, first to independ 
ence and then to a place among pow: 
erful nations, is well told in John 
McDonald's “CZAR FERDINAND 
AND HIS PEOPLE” (fF. A. Stokes 

& Co.). The new Bulgaria first saw the 
light of liberty after the Crimean war, for 
the peace treaty re-created the old realm 
by his mother with the idea that sometime 
the son of August of Saxe-Coburg and Clem- 
entine, Louis Philippe’s daughter. Reared 
and placed a prince upon the throne, This 
was Alexander, Russia's nominee, and he 
became so unpopular by his loyalty to the 
czar that the people compelied him to ab- 
dicate.

The place was offered to Prince Ferdinand, 
he would reign, he nevertheless had no ac- 
tual experience with a throne and ita duties. 
He immediately began to show what was in 
him, and in a few years his determination 
to bring Bulgaria to its own began to bear 
fruit.

At length, seizing the right moment, he 
threw off the last sign of vassalage to the 
Turk and’ proclaimed himself czer. The 
manner in which he conducted thediplo- 
matic and military affairs during the war 
just ended was admirable. The unfortunate 
anti-climax to that struggle, which resulted 
in his defeat by his late allies, is, of course, 
not treated of in this book. There is reason 
to believe, however, that Bulgaria will pro- 
gress to still greater success, for its people 
though rude and poetic in temperament 
have many sterling qualities, great industry 
and ambition. Ferdinand has been twice 
married and was fortunate both times in 
having a queen who won the hearts of his 
people. The book is well illustrated.

Mitchell's 
Novel and Others. 


HE present is but surface eddy of the 
history which we have made, of that 
past to which we belong. And whether 
that past be aeons agone or within our 
own memories, it is humanized and 

quickened because of us. 

Historical novels, ag such, have little or no 
appeal. For mere facts, a reliable historian 
is superior toa novelist. But when an author 
cdlors his pictures now with the whitnsical 
or the tragic, now with the pathetic or the 
idyllic, with all the miscellany of the loom of 
life, he creates yet another link between ua 
and our past. 

In “ Hugh Wynne,” S. Weir Mitchell allied 
us imaginatively to the revolutionary days. 
and in “‘WESTWAYS" he‘sets his scene 
during the civil war. “‘ A village chronicle "’ 
Dr. Mitchell subtitles it, and in some vague 
way it reminds us of Hden Phillpot's ‘‘ Wide- 
combe Fair "-4a village at a glance, so diver- 
sifled, so unmotived the stories and threads 
of stories which run through it. ‘' The life 
lines of these persons will cross and recross,’ 
says Dr. Mitchell in the preface, ‘to meet 
once or twice and not again, like the rutain a 
much used road. Today the stage may be 
crowded, tomorrow empty. The corner nov- 
els where only a half dozen people are con- 
cerned give no impression of the multitudi- 
nous contacts which affect human lives.” 

The plot, as such, issimple. Around James 
Penhallow, a northerner, and hig resolute 
southern wife center all the activities of the 
story. The development of a priggish, weak-

ly nephew and the refining of a likable tom- 


boy niece, their quarrels and their love story 
run as the one sustaining thread from the 
first. 

With the war comes Penhallow' 8 sense of 
duty even above his love for his wife, and 
the scene is changed to the battlefield. There 
is a giimpse of Grant, an informal picture 
of Lincoln, a snapshot, as it were, of all the 
figures of which we have heard. 

The book is a thoroughly satiefactory and 
pleasing piece of work. That sounds like pale 
praise. But it is the highest of recommenda- 
tions. Dr. Mitchell never tries to be spectac- 
ular or thrilling. He fs content to be true.

Dante Cardover, the hero of ‘ THE GAR- 
DEN WITHOUT WALLS,” by Coningsby 
Dawson, inherits from his father a puritan- 
ical conscience which is constantly at war 
with the paganism and wildness of his moth- 
er which runs in his blood, for his mother 
had a gypsy ancestor. Dante has three 
loves. The firat, a little girl, Ruthitea, passes 
quickly from his mind; the second, the half 
Italian Fiesole, satisfies his pagan nature 
and passion, moreover Fiesole satisfies his 
masculine desire to be entirély and madly 
loved in return. 

The third woman is an American, who 
satisfies both sides of his nature until he 
finds she is married and has a husband in 
America. For years his paganism struggies 
against his puritanical strain and wins for 
a while, even to the extent of inducing him 
to go to America to the American woman's 
home with the intent of stealing her from 
her husband. This husband, who is old, and 
realizes his wife does not love him, finds out 
the state of affairs between his wife and 
Dante, and through concern for her happi- 
ness offers his wife a divorce from him. 

Then, when everything which Dante has 
so ardently hoped for is offered him on easy 
terms, the puritanical part of his nature 
makes the love of the American woman for 
him turn cold. Dante leaves her and goes 
back to England, where he meets Fiesole 
and asks her to marry him. But his pagan 
nature has conquered his puritanism too 
late. Fiesole has changed and he finds him- 
self unloved by any woman simply on ac- 
count of the war within himseif by two op- 
posite temperaments.

Hauptmann’s 


Abyssmal Dramas. 


BY ELIA W. PEATTIE. 

HE emperor of Germany has been sub- 
jected to sharp criticism because of his 
indifference to the advanced drama. It 
is said that hie prefers the high roman- 
ticism of Richard Wagner and the ob- 

solete classical writers of his own country, or 
even an extravaganza to the contemporary 


plays which are making fame for present Gay 


writers. But wheever reads the second 
volume of.Gerhart Hauptmann’s “ DRA- 
MATIC WORKS” (B. W. Huebsch, New 
York), will have little difficulty in understand- 
ing the emperor's point of view. 

Three plays are incorporated in this volume 
—** Drayman Henshel,”’ “ Rose Bernd,’’ and 
“ The Rats.” Skillful drama they unques- 
tionably are. The note of fate is struck al- 
most with the first line, and they sweep on to 
sordid and abject tragedy. Although the plays 
differ completely in setting, characterization, 
and outcome, they have this in common, that 
in each case some evil, aggressive creature 
with a dominative will bring all to ruin. 

In one case, that of Hanne in “ Drayman 
Henshel,’’ this devastating protagonist is the 
lowest born and the most humbly situated 
character in the group. Terrible as a Nem- 
esis, her hatred is directed against what- 
ever is generous, patient, and of good intent. 
In “Rose Bernd ’’ the destroyer is a lecher- 
ous, egotistical man with a wanton desire 
for power; in “ The Rats,”’ the spirit of evil 
supremacy dwells in the breast of a woman, 
Mrs. John, whois capable of a good life, but 
in whom circumstances have released the de- 
structive forces. 

To say that ‘“‘ The Rats" is the most re- 
pulsive drama ever.written will hardly ex- 
ceed the truth, yet such.is the skill of 
Hauptmann, that master of the sinister and 
the hideous, that these swarming, gnawing, 
loathsome human. beings live in the mem- 
ory with a fatal vitality. If merely reading 
this play can leave upon the mind an im- 
press so enduring and so fearful, one hesi- 
tates to conjecture what the feelings of an 
audience must be in witnessing the drama 
upon the boards. I can quite imagine leav- 
ing the theater where it had been enacted 
and falling upon the knees on the Berlin 
pavement to thank God that the moon still 
shone in heaven and that the wind of night 
still blew upon the faces of honest men and 
women. 

I do not wish to approach art from a 
juvenile point of view, but I am bound to say 
that, though I am a profound lover of 
tragedy, the unspeakable incidents of some 
of these plays—incidents which an obscene 
nurse might whisper to a drunken crony 
behind doors—are quite too much for my en- 
durance. I admit that the plays come well 
within the confines of dark, realistic art. 
but I maintain that art is not the only thing 
in the world calling for reverence, One pays 
too high a price for it in passing from that 
room of life in which one has secured a 
dwelling to prowl in noisome nether cham- 
bers such as Hauptmann .has displayed for 
our scrutiny.

Despite Disappointment of Delay in Res- 
cue. Toiler Sends Cheery Message 
from 100 Feet Under Earth. 


Centralia, Pa., Oct. 3.—Cheerful despite 
the disappointment of not being rescued to- 


below the surface, where he has been en- 
tombed for more than seven days, Joseph 
Toshesky called through his food tube to 
rescuers tonight that he was satisfied every- 
thing possible was being done to get him out, 
and that he was content.to spend another 
night behind the wall of coal. . 

Mine officials directing the rescue work 
at the Continental colliery, where Toghesky 
was caught behind a fall of coai while rob- 
bing pillars last Friday morning, assured him 
last night that he would be liberated about 
noon today. But the rescuers struck a par- 
ticularly hard body of coal, and were still 
six or eight feet away from the imprisoned 
miner at a late hour tonight.

ROYAL FAMILIES 
RENEW FEUD OVER 
HANOVER THRONE 
Marriage of Kaiser's Daughter 


Fails to Heal Guelph-Ho- 
henzollern Breach, 


PRINCESS AGAINST FATHER? 


Both Prince Ernst and Duke of 
Cumberland Refuse to Re- 
linquish Pretensions. 


COUPLE ESTRANGED BY SCHISM 


[BY CABL® TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.) 

BERLIN. Oct. 8.—The gulf of half a cen- 
tury between the houses of Hohenzollern 
and Guelph, which was supposed finally to 
have been closed up by the marriage of 
Prince Ernst of Cumberland and the Princess 
Victoria Luise, the kaiser’s only daughter, 
threatens to reopen in such a way that it 
will never be closed. 

The feud, believed to have ended ina happy 
solution, brought about by. the kaiser’s skill- 
ful hand in the marriage of his daughter to 
the son of his bitter enemy and over which 
there was unprecedented jubilation last 
May, when the couple were married, is being 
again fanned into vigorous life. 

The indications now are that the reported 
quarrel between the Princess Victoria Luise 
and her husband is really renewed an- 
tagonism between the two fathers-in-law, 
with Prince Ernst taking the side of his 
father, the Duke of Cumberland. It is even 
intimated that Princess Victoria Luise is dis- 
posed to take a stand against her father, the 
kaiser. 


Split Over Hanoverian Throne. 
The old quarrel over the Hanoverian pree- 
tendership has been renewed with the ap- 
proaching assumption of the throne of Bruns- 
wick by Prince Ernst and his wife. The 
trouble was started by the insistence of a 
portion of the newspaper press upon a defin- 
ite, Specific renunciation by Prince Ernst and 
his father; the Duke of Cumberland, of all 
claims to the throne of Hanover. The Guelph 
press followed this by insisting with equal 
force that neither the prince nor the duke 

wiil ever make any such renunciation. 

The plan of the kaiser and Imperial! Chan- 
cellor von Bethmann-Ho!lweg to have the. 
federal council agree t@ allow Prinee Ernst: 
to take the throne of Brunswick without 
any forma! renunciation of his pretensions to 
the throne of Hanover and to consider his 
oath to the emperor as a Prussian officer 
sufficient to cover the matter has met with 
difficulties by the open declaration of Herr 
Colshorn, the Guelph leader, that that oath 
is not considered by the prince as a rentn- 
ciation of his right to the Hanoverian throne 


Prince Won’t Renounce Claims, 

It also is degiared that a letter written. by 
Prince Ernst to Chancellor von Bethmann- 
Hollweg at the latter’s request for publig 
effect could not be taken in that sense. 

The Frankfurter Nachrichten states todays 
that during a conference at Karlsruhe, be~ 
fore the announcement of the engagement of 
Prince Ernst and Princess Victoria Luise, a 
demand was made on the former that he 
make a specific renunciation of his claims to 
the throne of Hanover as the kaiser’s condl<- 
tion for the marriage of his daughter to the 
young prince. To this Prince Ernst replied: 

“For me my house and honor comes firsts 
love is only second.” 

Prince Ernst then left the room, but was 
brought back by Prince August Wilhelm. 
Prince Ernst at that time apparently would 
marry the kaiser’s. daughter only on condle 
tion that his renunciation of his Hanoverian 
rights be not ineisted upon. 


Duke Insists Upon His Rights, 

Ata conference at Homburg on der Hoehe, 
where the Duke of Cumberland joined the 
party, the imperial chancelior was invited to 
be present for the receiving of the renunctla- 
tion by the duke of h!s rights to the throne of 
Hanover. Atthis timethe duke is reported to 
have gald: 

** My son can marry the princess even if he 
Goes not get the throne of Brunswick, bus 
neither he norI willever renounce our rights 
to Hanover.” 

The ka!ser them became disgruntled and ree 
fused to return the visit of the Duke of Cum- 
berland. only the empress and her daughter 
going to Gmunden. This !e ga'id to have so 
incensed the Duke of Cumberland that all 
efforts toward a reconciliation between the 
kaiser and himself since that time have falled. 

For the last week Prince Ernst has beenat 
Gmunéden with his father, while the Princess 
Victoria Luise, his wife, has been with her 
mother at Potsdam. 


Seek New Solution of Feud,

its most important work will be to endeavor 
to find a new solution of the Guelph-Hohen- 
zollern question. 

The kaiser will return to Potsdam tomorm 
row and will remain there until Monday. 
During this period he will confer with the 
imperial chancellor on the /auestion of the 
accession of his son-in-law and his daughter 
to the throne of Brunswick. 

In Guelph circles it is freely etated that 
Prince Ernst will give up the throne of 
Brunswick rather than formally renounce 
his pretendership to that of Hanover and 
that the Princess Victoria Luise herself likes 
to think that there is a possibility of her be« 
coming queen cof Hanor +r. 


Wife or Ex-King Manuel Better, 

MUNICH. Oct. 3.—The health of Princess 
Augustine Victoria of Hchénzollern, wife of 
former King Manuel of Portugal, is improv- 
ing so rapidly that she and her husband will 
soon be able to undertake the journey to Sig- 
maringen and London, planned before her ill- 
ness, according to the bulletin issued by the 
physicians today. 

The mention of Manuel is regarded as an 
implied denial of the published reports of an 
Impending separation of the couple. The 
bulletin says: 

“The queen has been without fever for 
four days. Her pains have almost conse@ and 

her general condition is excellent.”
